It was the third Captains 
wiſdome in the 2 Kings I. 13,14. who, 
When he ſaw Gods viſible judginents upon 
the ewoformer Captains, ' he takes warn- 
ing thereby, and avoids their fins ; ſo you 
thatare prophane , when you lee and hear 
what God hath threatned againſt propha- 
ners of this Ordinance; and what feartu!l 
judgments God hath executed upon all un- 
worthy receivers, which are all Chriltlefle, 
all gracclefſe perions ; Oh! beware of com- 
ng hither in thy ſins. God Word is true 
AS What he promiteth, is ſtare ro come to 
paſſe, ſo what ever he threatens. And 
chough he prolong and defer the time of 
exccurtion,yert your damnation fleepeth nor, 
as Peter faith, 2 Per. 3.7,8, 9. verſes. 1 
all ſurely come, If God thould threaten 
ro ſirike dead every unworthy receiver, 
you 
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þ you would be afraid to come, and how 
| would jt make the beſt of us to look 2bout 
| us, Whether we are worthy receivers or 
- | not? Buralas, what is this rhreatning in 
| compariſon of the other, you car and drink | 


damnation to your felves ? This is as far 
above the other, as a temporall is below an 
etervall ; A punithment upon the body, 
below the everlaſting wrath of God, and 
puniihment of your touls. Better you were 
{truck dead here, then reſerved for everlaſt- 
iog death hereafter. T hy body eſcapes here 
(and yet I cannot afſure chee of thar ) 0-

But the other now, 
they gec none, they come graccleſle hither, 
and go gracelcfſe away : and ic mult needs 
be {o, this is no ordinance for the working 
of grace, in graccleſſe pcrions, bur for the 
nouriſhing of grace in thoſe whom God 
hach wroughc grace in, as I have ſhew«d ar

So that is the firſt, when we get no good, 
2. Whena man is worſe after then be. 
fore, this is an evident ſi2nhe hath propha= 
ned this Ordinance, When a man is ſtreng- 
thened ina ftate of fin returns with more 
| | T8 ___ waolence 
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violence to any particular fin; as you ſee 
7«das, the Devil entred into h m, he took 
fuller and ſt:onger poſleiſion of him ; and 
you ſhall ſee this the ordinary fruit of pro- 
phanarion of this ordinance , men wax 
worle and worſe, proceeding from evil to 
evil. It may be, when fir{t they came to re- 
ceive, they were fcarfull; for there is fome 
naturall tendernefle of. conſcience in men, 
and they are afraid rocome to fo great an 
Ordinance, without ſome kinde of prepa- 
ration ; and therefore it may be they did 
catch up a book the day before, and fay a 
Prayer more, carry themſclves demurcly, 
Bur afterwards, when men are grows vp in 
the prophanartion of this Ordinance, they 
can look upon all the threats, upon all rhe 
jadgements denounced againlt them in this 
Ordinance, and never ſtart ar them, nevec 
rremble. And what is the reaſon they rrem- 
bled before, and do nNgT now? their condi- 
tion 1s never the better, it may be far worte, 
Why, hee is the reaſon, the caffome of 
prophanation of this Ordinance,bath hard- 
enced them in their way, they now fear no- 
thing,cheir heart is {ortified. They have fin- 
wedaway thoſe comon principles, that na- 
turall tendernes,that was once 16 themzSin 
1s an catipe thing, it eats out the very heart 
| H 4 of 
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of every thing which is good in men. A 
man may not oply finne away his morall 
principlcs, but he may fin away the very 
principles of nature. Sin will never leave, 
till it hath made all as vile as it ſelf, Roo. 1. 
26,27. When men live 1o the prophanacion 
of this Ordinance, they wax worle .and 
worle. That man 7#»s violently on in fin, 
who ſets our from the prop'-anation of 
Gods Ordinances, becaule he r-»s with 
the Devils ſtrength, Saran hath filled his 
heart With more miſchicft. As the Sainrs 
dorun more a&tvcly inthe wayes of God 
atter, ſo the wicked more wv1io/enrly in a 
way of (iv. The prophanation of this Ordi- 
nance doth ſtrergthen men to further fin; 
either as, 1, One {in doth diſpole a man to 
another, helps the birth of another, 


2, Nay, and one fin doth {trengthen a 


man to the commiſſion of another. As one 
duty of godline It e doth diſpoſe and enable 
ro the performance &f another : So one ſin 
doth 4i/poſe and {trepgrthen ro the com- 
miſſion of another. Toe finne of un- 
worthy eating, doth ſtrengthen to more 
fin; Such a man, he gers more heart to 
fin: he that darcs break thorow threat- 
nings here to fin , will not ſtick ro doitin 
pther caſes, It cautes God to give ws up

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' to blindneſſe of minde , hardneſſe of 
| heart, &c. Which gives Satan further 
| footing.in mens hearts, to egge them 
| on. to all manner of wickedneſle. 
ſeeitin 7«das ; and therefore, if thou finde

3. When a man feeds upon nothing but 


| the outWardelemenr, the Bread and Wine, 
| and pot upon Chrilt in che promiſe, he pro- 


phanes this Ordinance. If thou feedeſt 
not upon panrerm Chriſtum, as well as pa- 
nem Chriſti, the Bread which is the Lord, 
as well as the Bread of the Lord, thou pro- 
phaneſt this Ordinance, A man may eat 
Bread,and drink Wine in an ordinary way, 
and nor fin; bur he who ears Bread, and 
drinks Wine in the way of an Orainazce, 
and doth not feed upon Chriſt himſelf , he 
is 4 prophaner of this Ordinance, Now 
thou canſt no: feed upon Chriſt ina Sacra- 
ment, till chou have fed on Chriſt in a pro- 
»iſe, Thou canſt nor feed upon Chriſt: /a- 
cramentally, till thou (tirſt feed upon 
Chriſt /p:rirually. And haſt thou. ever 
fed upon Chriſt in the promz/e? Did ever 
God diſcever fin to thee, and bumble thy 
foule for it * Did ever GOD reveale 

F Chrilt 
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Chriſt to thee, and brig thy heart to cloſe|? 
with him 2 then thou haſt fed on Chriſt,|: 
and mayelk come. But he who never fed{! 
on Chriſt ſpiritually, can never taſte him} 
ſacramentally. Thog haſt no organ, no eye 


of faith to ſee Chriſt here, nor no mouth of 
Faith to taſte him here, no /ife to deſire him, | 
and therefore cannot feed on him. And he | 
who doth not feed upon Chriſt here, is a þ 
prophaner of this Ordinance. A man way | 


feed upon Chriſt, and never taſte of the 
Bread and Wine, and yet have the ſame be- 
nefits,?oh.6.53. a place which is ſpoken of 
the ſpiricual teedingon Chrift,our of the uſe 
of the Sacrament, But a man cannot feed 
upon the Bread & Wine,and not feed upon 
Chriſt, but he prophanes this o: dinance ; 
Chriſt wichoxr theſe may be fed upon, but 


not theſe without Chriſt, If thy body feed | 


on theſe, and thy ſox! doth not feed on 


Chriſt, theu arc a prophaner of this Ordi- 
nance. Well then; to\umme up all in this ; 
Would you know whether you have pro- 
phaned this Ordinance ? 

I. Sec if you have obſerved Gods order, 
ec. If thou haſt not obſerved Gods order, 
that than comes hither in a Chriſtlcile, 
gracelefle condition, unjuſttied, unfanfi- 
fcd z wants thou faith ; wants thou repent- 
ance; 


—— 
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ance ; wants thou hunger and thirſt z wants 
thou knowledge? thouart a prophaner of 
it. And alas, of that little tryall I have had 
in this laſt z2arter, viz. knowledge, I have 
found great want. You would admire if 
I ſhould tell you the ſenſlcfie anſwers I have 
had ; 1 ſpeak not of all, there are ſome who 
are but green in years,yet are ripe in know- 
ledge ; but yet many who are grave 1n years 
extreme ignorant 3 Ask them what a S1- 
crament is, they cannot tell ; ask them for 
what end they come to the Sacrament,they 
tell me co nouriſh their bodies ; what God 
requires,they know not : and 1uch anſwers, 
that a man inight have as much comfort to 
give the Sacrament of the Lords Supper to 
a Childe, as to ſuch ignorant creatures. I am 
ſure there is lefle {inne 1n one, then the 0- 
ther, and there is not much more know- 
ledge. It is true indeed, if a man had never 
ſo much kyowlcage, if he could tell meas 
much as any in the w&rid, of the nature of 
God, of Chriſt, of the Sacramernts,e+c.yet 
wickour Grace, this would not make him 
a worthy Receiver, The Devil knowes 
more tacn molt men, for the fpecularive 
parc; yet what is he rhe better for that ? 
Bur yer if a man be ignorant, he muſt needs 
be a prophaner of the O:dinance, A man 
may 
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may have knowledge , and yer not have 
Grace, but if he have no knowledge, he is 
certainly gracelcfle. So the Wifeman faith, 
Without knoWledge,the minde is not goed. 
We have a prophane Proverb, He thar 
made u5,/ave us. But God anſwers char, in 
Iſa.27.11.Ye are apeople of no underſtand- 
ng , therefore he that made you, will not 
[ave you, and he that formed you, will ſhew 
20 mercy ox you. And he threatens, 2 T he. 


* 1.8. Tocome in flaming fire, taking ven- 


geance on them that know not God,avd that 
obey not the Goſpel of Chriſt ; And there- 
fore beware you who are ignorant perſons, 
of comming, you will prophane chis Ora:- 
nance: and you who are gracelcſle perlons, 
though you ſhould know as much as all the 
men 1n che world, come nor here , it thou 
do,thou breaks Gods order, and fo propha- 
nelt this Ordinance.

| God revealed Chriſt to thee, ſtirred thy 
| heart with deſires after him, that riches 
without Chrilt, relations, comforts , the 
world without Chriſt will not ſatisfie thee: 
all rheſe are like a Feaſt without an appe- 
tite, a Paradiſe without a tree of Lite, roo 
low either for thee to feed up.:n,or to finde 
comfort and fatisfation in them ; doſt 
thou ſeck after Chriſt, purſne Chriſt ; doſt 
thou calt thy ſelf in his arms to ſave, at his 
feet toſerve? why, ſuch 1 would invite ;
